Excellency: 


I have the honor to refer to the report prepared by the Inter-American 
Commission on Human Rights on the status of human rights in Argentina, which was 
recently distributed in Washington by the Organization of American States. 

Because of the special importance of this subject, I have instructed our 
representative to your distinguished government to deliver on my behalf a 
document, with observations and comments pertaining to this report, which 
constitutes the official position of the Argentine Government on this matter. 

The Argentine document responds point by point to the allegations and 
judgments contained in the report of the Inter-American Commission on Human 
Rights, and for this reason I trust that it will be useful in furnishing your 
government with accurate information. 

In bringing this document to Your Excellency’s attention, I should like to 
point out our concern about the tendency which the Inter-American Commission on 
Human Rights has shown in its report to interfere dangerously, and on what we 
consider to be insufficient and inappropriate bases, in matters which are strictly 
the internal affairs of a member nation of the Organization of American States.

Inspired by these ideals which we share, I wished to raise this subject with 
you personally since it is of such particular concern to Argentina.
